Wryneck may also develop occasionally when 
the lymphatic glands at the side of the neck are 
enlarged and tender and may therefore accom- 
pany an acute condition known by the popular 
name of “Swollen Neck Glands.” 

Torticollis may be due to injury of the neck 
occurring during a fall when the muscles are 
wrenched or twisted. This produces a painful 
stiffness which vanishes within a few days. It 
may also be due to an eye defect and correction 
of the defect in seeing will then cause the mild 
torticollis to disappear. Or, it may be secondary 
to bad tooth or an inflammation of the 
middle ear, with complete relief of the neck 
condition following dental attention or treatment 
f the ear. 

The strong contraction of the affected mus- 
cles frequently pulls the cervicai vertebrae out 
of alignment.

The army of people ambitious to earn a 
pleasant living by writing stories is probably a 
consequence of the depression. It seems easy 
to start a lucrative business, with some sheets 
of paper, a typewriter, and some bright ideas, 
ignoring the fact that knowledge of story tech- 
nique, a large amount of patience and a con- 
siderable investment in postage stamps are also 
required. Still, Joseph Hergesheimer kept at 
it for ten years until at last he made a sale and 
discovered the knack of writing for the market. 

Fulton Oursler, editor-in-chief of Liberty 
magazine and other McFadden publications 
passed through Vancouver a few days ago on 
his way to the Orient. The Vancouver news- 
hawks got on his trail and uncovered the fol- 
lowing facts: 

There is a shortage of good popular fiction. 

Out of 1,300 manuscrpts of novels submitted 
to Mr. Oursler, he was only attracted to pick 
three. 

Out of 3,000 short story manuscripts he was 
only able to find fifteen that suited his require- 
ments. 

It’s a tough game, except for the lucky few. 
Unless you have a great urge and some talent, 
you are better off putting up pickles or mow- 
ing the lawn than trying to get into the story- 
writing game. 

Mr. Oursler who has written several novels 
under his own name, also writes detective stories 
under the pen-name of “Anthony Abbott”. He 
is one of those lucky editors who can manage 
by attending his office for two days every two 
The rest of the time he lives at Cape 
Cod, Massachussetts, facing the Atlantic, 246 
miles away from his office. He is now visiting 
China and Japan with his wife and two chil- 
dren 

If you insist upon trying the story-writing 
game, remember the odds are 3,000 to 15 against 
you: if you succeed you may in time be able to 
draw royalties on books, take your wife and 
children on a tour of the Orient, and edit a 
magazine from a distance of 246 miles from your 
home, by going to town for two days every two 
weeks
